NEW YORK 一 Federal officials 
expressed great skepticism last 
week that a cellophane bag bearing 
aredstarandtheimprint“People's 
Republic of China,” offered by 
two district attorneys as evidence 
that China is shipping heroin to the 
United States, has any validity. 

State Department officials are 


convinced that Peking is notengag-- 


ing in drug trafficking，and a de- 
partment spokeswoman，Simone 
Poulain，saidj “We find it difficult 
to _ believe any country shipping 
drugs abroad would label the bags 
SO everyone would know who is 
involved.” 

The two Pprosecutors said last 
Week the bag was obtained in a 
five-month ， investigation of a 
Chinatown based ring that alleged- 


ly imported hundreds of kilograms 
of heroin from China and Hong 
玉 ong. 

“Our investigation of previous 
charges of People's Republic of 
China involvement has not pro- 
duced evidence to substantiate the 
allegations,”said Ms. Poulain.

Australia 
eliminafes 
whifte policy 


The newly elected Labor Gov- 
ermmment of Australia has elimninat- 
ed all remains of the 1901 “white 
Australia ”policy,， and has official- 
Jy barred color of skin as a factor 
for consideration in the admission 
of prospective settlers. 

JIn the past, Japanese Americans 
have been severely hampered by 
legal restrictions in emigration to 
that nation. More recently，trade 
between Australia and other Asian 
countries has boomed, and Japan， 
in particular，has sought a change 
in their policy- 

When the si colonies were fed- 
erated im 1901，white settlers in 
Australla Virtually barred non- 
white immigration because they 
were alarmed at the influx of Chi- 
nese gold-seekers and laborers. 

After World -War II，Australia 
allowed almost three million im- 
migrants While modifying racial 
Testrictions，permitting a fewmnon- 
whites to migrate. 

In 1956，racial bars to _ naturali- 
Zation were eliminated，and 也 
1966，the residence_ requirement 
for citizenship was reduced from 
15 years to 5. 

Immigration Minisrer Albert J 丁 . 
Grassby announced that first pref- 
erence in immigration went to ap- 
pHcants with close relatives im 
Australia, then to those with spon- 
sors， and then to persons with de- 
sired skills, regardqless of race. 

“The demand for unskilled 
WwWorkers is zero,” Grassby 'said. 
“We have unemployment in this 
category DOw-.” 

For the first tme,， the new pol- 
icy would permit skilled non-white 
Workers to obtain governrment as- 
Sistance toward their fares to Aus- 
tralia on the same basis as whites， 
he added.

If the 800 million in the new 
China cari wipe out such a bad 
habit overnight (in addition to 
other abuses like drugs and Prosti- 
tution)，surely we Chinese-Ameri- 
cans do not have to pick up the 
worst from this society to prove 
our total participation as citizens. 
As a matter of fact，the best of 
ideas may well be reduced to 
nought when uttered in foul lan- 
guage.

Agents said the haul included 
more than 100 pounds of heroin 
plus an undetermined amount of 
opium and morphine. The search 
was continuing in Hong 开 ong's 
rural New Territories where a half- 
dozen heroin factories have been 
discovered in recent months. 

In Brooklyn，district attorney 
Eugene Gold and Frank Rogers, a 
citywide narcotics prosecutor, said 
their investigation had led to the 
arrest of 32 persons, 12 of them on 
narcotics changes，amnd the seizure 
of four pounds of heroin. 

They said the investigation began 
with the uncovering of a heroin 
distributing network in Brooklyn， 
followed by the discovery -of a 
Chinatown operation employing as 
carriers Hong 玉 ong merchant sea- 
men who jumped ship.

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The _ cultural vacuum 
of children's felevision

If television is the great American 
wasteland， American children'?s 
Programming is the wasteland's 
wasteland. Wiltless cartoons,， huck- 
stering commercials and stereo- 
typed thinking pervade and con- 
taminate Saturday morning com- 
merclal televlsion. 

Minorities are doubly plaguedby 
this cultural vacuum. First，they 
are lgnored and cut out of most 
programming， Second，when they 
do see members of their race por- 
trayed，it js as a Simplistic or 
derogatory stereotype, insulting to 
their herlitage and misleading to the 
other cultural groups，including 
whites, who may be watching. 

The Committee -on Children's 
Television，a locally based grouP 
trying to_ upgrade children's pro- 
尔 amming，sponsored a press con- 
ference in the conference room 
below the offices of Chinese for 
Affirmative Action and the Chi- 
nese Media Committee last Friday. 

Participating and outlining the 
wastelands of programming for 
their constituents were Manuel 
Larez of the League of United 
Latin-American Citizens; Dr, Caro- 
lyn Block of the Bay Area Associa- 
tion of Black Psychologists; Paul 
Mundie, legal counsel forthe Com- 
mlttee on Children's Televislon; 
and : 玉 atheryn M.， Fong for the 
Chinese Media Commaiittee. 

Singled out for special criticism 
by Ms.， Fong was the Hanna- 
Barbera cartoon show “The Amaz- 
ing Chan and the Chan Clan,”seen 
locally on the CBS station, 必 PIX- 
UV 

After the press conference, Sally 
Williams，who co-chairs the Com- 
mittee on Children's TV at 1511 
Masonlc in San Francisco，talked 
about the monitoring study her 
organlzation did on local commer- 
cial stations”children's program- 
rming. 

They found that whijle im San 
Francisco_ two-thirds of the chil- 
dren are non-Anglo，they do not 
receive fair and proportional repre- 
sentation on the screen. Most of 
the 11 per cent of blacks portrayed 
were judged as derogatory，The 
Chinese are Tepresented by the 
“Chan Clan,”which Ms. Eong calls 
“an exploitation of the 1930s and 
40s Charlie Chan image.” 

THEFAMILY TREE 

The one character of Spanish 
origins who appeared in one show 
was the subject of a derogatory 
remark and the lone native Ameri- 
can representative received anthro- 
pomorphic embodiment as a tree. 

“It ls just as offensive to broad- 
cast these stereotypes in the Mid- 
west as lt js here,，”Says Ms， 人 内 i 计 - 
jiams. “Stations have a responsL 


bility to provide quality Program- 
ming to other communities like the 
Midwest，who might not have any 
other Source for knowledge abonut 
othercultures,” 

Students in the Unified School 
District .were Surveyed by Ms. Wil- 
liams” ”group as to where they got 
their information on other cultural 
goups. Third-graders gave tele- 
vislon as their fourth most impor- 
tant Source，while Sixth-graders 
Placed theboob tube second. 

Yet，Pprogress has been made， 
according to Ms. Williams. There is 
an interstation committee that 
works locally with stations and 
communities for public service 
messages for children.
